G.S.R. 205 .—111 pursuance of sub-rule (1) of rulei 8 read with rule 96J of ihe 
Central Excise Rules, 1944, as in force in India and as applied to 'the S'ate of 
Pondicherry and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India, 
Ministry of Finance' (Department of Revenue) G.S.R. No. 152, dated the 19th 
March, 1958, the Central Government hereby fixes the following rates, per 
shift, per month, per powerloom employed by or on behalf of the same person 
In thei manufacture of Cotton Fabrics, namely:— 

1. where more than 100 but not more than 300 powerlooms 

are employed; ■ .. .. .. Rs. 90 00 

2. where more than §0 but not more than 100 powerlooms 

are employed; .. .. .. Rs. 80'00 

3. where more than 24 but not more than 50 powerlooms 

are employed; .. .. .. Rs. 00 00 

4. where more than 9 but not more than 24 powerlooms 

are employed; .. .. Rs. 35 - 00 

5. where more than 4 but not more than 9 powerlooms 

are employed; .. .. Rs. 25 - 00 

0. where not more than 4 powerlooms are employed: ,. Nil 

Provided that where more than 4 powerlooms but not more than 9 power- 
looms are employed by or on behalf of the same person, no duty shall be 
payable in respect of first 4 powerlooms. 

Provided further that where more than 9 powerlooms but not more than 24 
'powerlooms are employed by or on behalf of the same person, no duty shall be 
payable— 

(a) in respect of first 4 powerlooms; 

(b) as is in excess of Rs. 25 per powerloom per shift per month in respect 

of the next 6 powerlooms.

G.S.R. 208.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of the rule 8 
of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, as in force, in India and as applied to the 
State of Pondicherry, and in supersession of the Government of India, Ministry 
of Finance (Revenue Division) Notification No. CER 8(20)/56, dated the 11th 
August 1958, the Central Government hereby exempts all paper containing 
mechanical wood pulp amounting to not less than 50 per cent of the fibre content 
from the excise duty leviable thereon under'section 3 of the Central Excises and 
Salt Act, 1944 (I of 1944), provided that it is proved to the satisfaction of the 
proper officer, as defined in the said rules, that such paper is intended for use 
m the printing of newspapers, textbooks or other books of general interest. 

Explanation .—Fey the purpose of this notification, “newspaper” means any 
printed periodical work containing public news or comment on public news, 
which is printed at regular intervals of not more than one month and the printer 
and publisher of which have, before the District Magistrate, Presidency or Sub- 
Divisional Magistrate concerned, made and subscribed a declaration under the 
Press and Registration of Books Act, 1867 (25 of 1867).
